THE PACIFIC'S BUDGET. 


Bombardment of ^rbrixtopol—Tlie As.

The latest correspondence from the Crimea 


is only up to the hour of tho grand assault upon 
Sebastopol by the Allies, which was made Sop 
comber S, and consequently all reports of tho 
contest before the walls, and tho Allied victory, 
are telegraphic. We make up from the Eng- 
lish journals a thrilling picture of tho siego 
and its bloody termination. 


It was the morning of Sept 5th, when broke 


forth, before the walls of Sebastopol 


The Signal. 


Suddenly, along the earthern curtains three 


jets spring up into the air and hurl as many 
pillars of earth and dust, which are warmed 
into ruddy hues by the horizontal rays of the 
sun. The French have exploded three faugasses 
to blow in the counterscarp, and to serve as a 
signal to their men. 
Instantly from tho sea to 


the dockyard creek there seems to run a stream 
of fire and fleecy, curling, rich white smoke, as 
though tho earth had suddenly been rent in the 
throes of an earthquake, and was vomiting forth 
the material of her volcanoes. Tho lines of the 
French trenches were at once covered as tho' 
the very clouds of Heaven had settled down 
upon them and were whirled about in spiral 
jets, in festoons, in clustering bunches, in col- 
umns aud in sheets, all commingled, involved 
together by the vehement flames beneath. 


Ejficts of the first Tcrrijic I'oltcy. 


Tho iron storm tore over tho Kussian linos, 


tossing up, as if in * port, jets of earth and dust, 
rending asunder gabions, and "squelching" the

It was arranged that, at 12 o'clock, of Sept. 


•^, the French columns of attack were to leave 
their trenches, and take possession of tin- Mai- 
akou'and adjacent works. 
After their success 


had been assured, and they were fairly estab- 
lished, the Redan was to bo assaulted by tho 
English. 


At the hourappointed our Allies quitted their 


trenches, entered and carried tho apparently 
impregnable defences of tho Malakoff, with 
that impetuous %'alor which characterizes tho 
French attack, and, having once obtained pos- 
session they were never dislodged. 
The tri- 


color, planted on the parapet, was the signal 
for the British troops to advance. 


The tire of our artillery having made as much 


of a breach as possible in tho salient of the 
Kedan, I decided that tho columns of assault 
should be directed ngaint this part, as being less 
exposed to tho heavy lire by which this work is 
protected. 


It was arranged between Sir William Cod- 


rinjjton and Lieut. Gen. Markham that the as- 
saulting column of 1,001) men should bo formed 
by equal numbers of these two divisions; tho 
Light Division to lead, and that of tho Second 
to follow. They left tho trenches at a pre-con- 
certed signal, <iml moved across the ground, 
preceded by a covering party of 2(30 men. and 
a ladder party of 3:20.

Their 
men-of-war were all sunk during the night. 


This terminates tho details of the alfiiir on 


the 3th. The remainder of tho dispatch con- 
sists of acknowledgements of a general char- 
acter of tho services rendered by the army and 
navy, and of the army especially, since it has 
been under Gen. Simpson's command. 


Logics. 


The acknowledged loss of the Allies in their 


six assaults, amounts to about 10,000 : ii.OOO 
English, -1,500 French, wounded,and 2,000 kill- 
ed. To this, every reader will add tho amount 
which his experience teaches him will suit tho 
case. During tho three days'bombardment, 
the Russian loss may bo put at J.OOO » day; 
but the assault was naturally attended with loss 
principally to the Allies. Prisoners were tak- 
en on both sides ; 700 by tho Allies, 200 by tho 
Russians. 


The Russian View. 


It is undeniable that tho articles of thb Nord 


and of tho Czar, upon tho capture of Sebasto- 
pol, though the}' were only published in tho 
French pnpurs to serve as a theme for ridicule, 
have produced n powerful effect. 
They show 


the probable policy and tactics of tho Russians. 
They prove that tho retreat to tho northern 
side of Sebastopol had been for many weeks in 
preparation. 
They indicate that the new posi- 


tion iu which the Russians are placed is not an 
unexpected one. and that they have suffered 
neither surprise nor disappointment. 
Such 


preparations hud been made to counteract and 
limit the effects of a surrender of tho south 
side, that its bearing and significance are in a 
great degree attenuated. 
" Nesselrode asserts, over his own signature, 
that Russia will fight till she is exhausted ; that 
her credit, even iti the countries with which sho 
is at war, remains undisturbed ; that her com- 
merce, both foreign and domestic, increases in 
defiance of the blockade; that she has discov- 
ered tho means of assuming the offensive to- 
wards tho nation that was tho firut to declare 
«vnr. siie waits calmly and resignedly till pro- 
positions of peace bo made that sho can accept
